POLICEMAN DIES 
IN CITY HOSPITAL 


Young Orders Capt. O’Malley to 
Turn Over to Prosecuting At- 
torney All Evidence.

Sergeant Who Was With Patrol-_ 


man When Boy Was Wounded 
Tells Differént Stories. 





Joseph Russell, 19 years old, who was 
shot in the back by Patrolman Hunning 
of the Angelica Street District, died at 
the city hospital Tuesday morning. 

Following the death, Chief Young in- 
structed Capt. O’ Malley of the 
Angelica Stre.: District, to iay all of 
the evidence before the Circuit Attor- 
ney regardless of the outcome of the 


Coroner’s inquest which is set for 


Wednesday. 

“As in the case of any other homi- 
cide it is the duty of this department 
all possible information to 
the prosecuting authorities,” said the 
Chief. “The police department will not 
handle this investigation but will aid 
the circuit attorney and the grand jury 


in ascertaining the facts.’ 

Russell died at the city hospital at 
5:50 a. m. 

The bullet ‘odged against the spinal 
cord, causing complete paralysis, and 
Russell never regained consciousness. 

After the shooting, which occurred at 
4:45 a. m. Monday, Patrolman Hunning 
and Sergt. Burke made written reports 
and afterwards gave out verbal stat-- 
ments which differed materially from 
the reports. 

Hunning at first said that he shot 
Russell as he was running away ter 
being ordered to halt. This statement 
was confirmed by Sergt. Burke’s writ- 
ten report. 

Later, after a conference with Capt. 
O'Malley of the Angelica Street Dis- 
trict, Hunning and Burke said that 
Russell was not running when he was 
shet, but was leveling “a bright object” 
at Hunning. Denying that he shot Rus- 
sell im the back, Hunning said that 
he fired when he believed Russell was 
about to shoot him and that the bullet 
entered Russell’s side and ranged un- 
der the skin until it lodged against his 
spine. City hospital records show that 
Russell was shot in the middle of the 
back. 

Hunning and Burke say they saw 
Russell and two other men come from 
a rear yard near Eleventh and Angelica 
streets and believed them to be bur- 
glars. Russell’s companions escaped. 


2 MEN ARRESTED FOR 
DRINKING ON CAR 


Prisoners Are the First in East 
St. Louis Under Recently- 
Passed Illinois Law. 


The arrest of Earl Schreiber and 
Thomas George in East St. Louls Mon- 
day night on a charge of drinking liquor 
in a street car is the first made there on 
that charge since the law was passed. 
The men will be taken back to Madi- 
son County for prosecution. 

Schreiber and George got on the car 
at Alton and rode to East St. Louis. 
Each had a bottle of whisky and insist- 
ed on drinking it, after being warned 
by the conductor. The conductor tele- 
phoned to the East St. Louis police and 
the men were arrested when the car 
arrived.

Letters Tell of Love. 

Whytock is Adjutant of the Fifst 
Regiment, National Guard of Missouri. 
His name was the one chiefly mentioned 
in Jones’ divorce petition, the charge re- 
garding him filling two and one-half 
typewritten pages, while the earlier af- 
fair between Mrs. Jones and Powell was 
disposed of in a paragraph. 

A letter alleged to have been written 
by Mrs..Jones to Whytock, and a 
longér letter from him to her, formed 
the greater part of the divorce petition. 

Her letter, chiefly filled with assur- 
ances of love, contained a reference to 
“that horrid war that’s maybe coming,” 
and reproached him for having told 
her of it in a previous letter. She 
declared she would wear a uniform and 
go with him. 


Mrs. Whytock Found Letter. 
The _ letter signed with Whytock’s 
name told of the finding by Mrs. Why- 
tock of one of Mrs. Jones’ love letters 
to him, and said of what followed: 

“Great scene, I can assure you.”

Parker was a sufferer from heart 
trouble and had often spoken of the 
expectation that he would die suddealy 
and his talk about a warning was not 


taken seriously. No doctor was called: 


because Parker, regarding his illness 
as incurable, would never consent to be 
treated. 

After the evening meal a visit to a 
moving picture show was suggested 
and Parker said he would like to go.

GERMANY AS WAR 
REPORT 1S HEARD 


People of Empire See Menace in 
Lengthened Conferences on 
Morocco. 


BERLIN, Sept. 5.—The nervousness 
over the protracted Franco-German ne- 
gotiations with regard to Morocco, 
seems to have increased with the re- 
sumption at the German Foreign Office 
yesterday of the conversations between 
the. French Ambassador, M. Cambon, 
and the German, Foreign Minister, Herr 
von Kiderlen-Waechter. 

Wild rumors: are being circulated tn 
the German: provincial towns. At Stet- 
tin tlarge sums of money have been 
withdrawn from the savings banks ow- 
ing to rumors that war was impending. 
The banks are enforcing the rule that 
notice of the intention of depositors to 
withdraw funds must be given in ad- 
vance and the officials have published 
communications showing the baseless- 
ness of the reports. 


Other rumors circulating on the 
Alsatian frontier that the German 
Ambassador to France, Herr von 
Schoen, has been murdered in Paris 
and Germany immediately would de- 
clare war, were strengthened by the 
return of a dragoon regiment to Cal- 
mar, the capital of Upper Alsace, 
from the scene of the army maneuv- 
ers. An outbreak of dysentery among 
the troops, however, was the reason 
for their return to barracks. 

There was no meeting today between 
M. Cambon- and ¢Herr von Kiderlen- 
Waechter, but it is possible that another 
conference will be held tdémorrow after 
the German Imperial Chancellor, Gen. 
von Bethmann-Hollwegg, returns to the 
capital from Kiel, where he had been 
called for the meeting between the Ger- 
man Emperor and Crown Prince Franz 
Ferdinand of Austria-Hungary. 


EMPEROR AT SEA 
WITH GERMAN FLEET 


KIEL, Germany, Sept. 5.—The great 
German nayal fleet was reviewed b7 
Emperor William in the harbor here 
this gnorning, thousands of spectators 
being given the oppertunity of observ- 
ing the progress made by the navy ani 
to see the German fleet as it could 
take to sea tomorrow for action if nec- 
essary.

State and city agitation for pure milk 
in St. Louis will result in making the 


prices for milk higher and the quality

better, according to Assistant Health 
Commissioner Dr, G. A. Jordan. 
“The trouble with most people is that 


they do’ not want to pay a reasonable 
price for good milk,” he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday. ‘‘They seem 
willing to accept a liquid that looks 
like milk at a lower price instead if 
paying an amount necessary for the 
wholesome and nutritious article.” 

Dr. Jordan says he favors the is- 
suance of ‘revocable licenses to dairies, 
so that the license can be called in at 
any time the dairy proves itself a nuis- 
ance because of uncleanliness. He says 
he suggested this at a recent conference 
with Dr. William Cutler, State Food 
and Dairy Commissioner. : 

Like Saloon Licenses. 

This plan, he said, would follow the 
plan of the State in issuing saloon li- 
censes, and the rules governing hos- 
pitals. These revocable licenses would 
allow rigid inspectien and regulation of 
dairies, as conducted by the State in 
its dealings with its institutions. 

‘City Chemist ‘Thomas A. Buckland 
said Tuesday that he daily receives 
complaints from law-abiding dairymen 
about the effect of the agitation for 
pure milk. He has told these men, he 
says, that this unsettled condition is an 
unfortunate incident growing out of 
an attempt to get good milk for St. 
Louis and cannot be avoided.

Load of Furniture Overturns

Even though the distrust of the people shown 
in so many of our political institutions may have 
been justified at the time the Government was 
founded, Senator Bristow of Kansas insists it 
justi- 
fied: now. \ 

He has recently pointed out how much greater 
capacity the average voter now has for political 
responsibilities than the average voter of 120 or 
more years ago. The genera] information of the 
voter today, not only that derived from books 
but that derived from observation and experience, 
is enormously greater than that of the voter 
just after the Revolution. There were then but 
76 postoffices in the entire United States. Now 
there are 52,000. There were then but 103 news- 
papers in the country, whose issues were enough 
to supply one copy a week to one out of every 50 
persons, or one copy a day to one out of every 
350 persons. Now there are 23,000 newspapers 
whose issues are enough to supply every family 
with four copies a day. 

The institution on which, more than any other, 
depends the success of the popular government 
will resume activities today after an intermis- 
sion. That institution is the public school. The 
scholars take. up where it was left off last June 
the work of preparing the future citizens to cast 
intelligent votes and perform judiciously all the 
duties of citizenship. We need not fear for the 
future. Proposals, no matter how radical, cannot 
endanger the republic when an enlightened ma- 
jority decides all public questions. 
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When Maine, after 50 years’ discussion, votes 
‘on prohibition next Monday, it can’t be charged, 
‘whatever the result, that it was due to lack of 
proper consideration.

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THE SUPREME COURT’S STRENGTH. 

Louis F. Post of the Chicago Public, the single 
tax organ, is well informed on fundamental 
principles of American institutions. Usually his 
thinking is clear and logical, but he wriggies 
into a muddle in a recent article on the Federal 
Supreme Court. Mr. Post takes to task editors 
who joke about the clause in Congressman Ber- 
ger’s old-age pension bill which forbids the courts 
to declare it unconstitutional. “To editorial writ- 
ers,”’ he says, “falsely trained to regard a majority 
of the nine judges of the Supreme Court as the 
absolute sovereigns of the republic, Congressman 
Berger’s proposal has all the qualities of a comic 
novelty. But if the Socialist party were put 
into power at the White House and in Congress— 
any party with genuine respect for the Con- 
stitution, for the matter of that—the utter weak- 
ness of the Supreme Court would be demon- 
strated and in a perfeetly constitutional man- 
ner.” e 

Mr. Post points out that Congress as a con- 
stitutfonally independent and co-ordinate branch 
of the Government can ignore decisions of the 
Supreme Court which is pOwerless to enforce its 
decrees on the Legislature and that the President 
as the independent executive can refuse to be 
governed by its opinions concerning the con- 
stitutional validity of laws and decline to enforce 
its mandates. 3 

This is true. The Supreme Court is not 
sovereign and no intelligent editor thinks so. 
It has no sovereign power. It is dependent upon 
Congress for the means to live and operate. It 
is dependent upon the executive for the enforce- 
ment of ius decrees. 

President _Jackson defiantly challenged 
Chief Justice Marshall to enforce his cwn de- 
cree. But, fortunately, presidents have uniform- 
ly respected court decisions and enforced its de- 
crees. Fortunately Congress has invariably rec- 
ognized its decisions as limitations of its legis- 
lative powers and has continued to supply it 
with means for existence and effective opera- 
tion. It might be said with equal truth ana wis- 
dom that Congress and the President might re- 
fuse to respect each other’s constitu-io. 1 powers 
and functions and refyse to co-operate. The 
interdependence of the branches is the strength 
of our Government. 

Men like Mr. Post who bestride hobbies and 
want to ride roughshod over ail obstacles, view 
the Supreme Court as an institution set up by 
some hidden ‘power over, above and against the 
people. They forget that it is established by the 
_people through their constitution for the purpose 
of safeguarding constitutional rights and main- 
taining constitutional republican government. It 
is one of the great discoveries of modern political 
science which has made our republic unique and 
has contributed largely to its success. 

The supreme judiciary is as important to our 
scheme Of government as the Federal power to 
tax, the two-chamber legislature, the Federal 
power to operate in individuals instead of in 
states alone and the three-branch division of 
government, . To it more than to any other pillar 
of Americanism is due the stability of the Gov- 
ernment through public confidence in its just 
operation. .It is a ‘rlumph of American democ- 
racy that this great tribunal, weak in origirtal 
power, has been potent to guard the Constitu- 
tion and protect constitutional rights against of- 
ficial usurpation and popular passion. 

When ‘ue Socialist or any other party through 
the President and Congress refuses to respect the 
decisions of the Supreme Court and to enforce 
its decrees it will prove its disregard for the Con- 
stitution which establishes the court and defines 
its functions. The Constitution will be amended 
by executive decree and legislative enactment. 
Executive usurpation and congressional fancy 
will govern. Constitutional rights will be 
mockeries and constitutional government a 
failure.

Wheat on passage for the week de- 
creased 3,456, bu, making the total 
85,032,000 bu, against 38,488,000 bu last 
week and 38,704,000 bu last year. Corn 
on passage totaled 6,095,000 bu, against 
7,659,000 bu last week and 2;087,000 bu last 
year. 

The official Canadfan crop ‘report 
places the wheat crop of the three 
northwest provinces at 178,500,000 bu; 
oats, 223,500,000 bu; barley, 35,500,000 bu; 
flax, 8,000,000 bu. The report says the 
season has been unfavorable in many 
ways, but the yield of grain is the heavi- 
est in Canada’s history. 

Broomhall’s Russian cable reported 
wheat returns very unsatisfactory, even 
in the best districts, with arrivals at the 
ports small and holders firm. 

The Kentucky crop report makes the 
condition of corn 75, against 79 on Aug. 
1 and 73 last year. Wheat yield, 97 per 
cent of a full crop, and oats 71 per cent. 

Broomhall’s foreign cable said: The 
Liverpool wheat market at the opening 
showed a very strong undertone, witn 
prices 1%d to 24 higher than Saturday. 
Following the opening, there was a fur- 
ther advance of Y%d to 4d, with shorts 
very nervous. Yesterdays strength was 
due to the sharp advance in America on 
Saturday and heavy sales of cargoes to 
the Continent, World’s shipments were 
lighter than expected, and on passage 
bullish, with spot markets strong in all 

itions.. London was a heavy buyer 
this market..

SHES BOOMED BY 
THEFTOF PANTING 


Prof. Schuyler Sorry Picture Is 
Gone but—What an Oppor- 
portunity for His Book! 





MIGHT BE A “BEST SELLER” 


St. Louisan, Returned From Eu- 
rope, Thinks Monomaniac 


Has Art Prize. 


The thief who stole the “Mona Lisa” 
is the greatest art educator the world 
has ever known. That jis the opinion of 
Prof. William Schuyler, whose book on 
“Mena Lisa’ created international! inter- 
est. when it appeared almost simultan- 
eously with the disappearance from the 
Louvre in Paris of Leonardo da Vinci’s 
painting. 

Prof. Schuyler, who is assistant prin- 
cipal at the McKinley High School, re- 
turned to St. Louis Monday night, after 
a three months’ trip abroad. 

“The ‘Mona Lisa,’” said Schuyler. 
“might have hung in the — Paris 
Louvre for 500 years more and com- 
paratively few persong in the world 
ever would have been aware of its 
existence. Particularly would few 
Americans -have known anything 
it. Now the whole United States 
knows about it. 

“In traveling abroad this time I 
met many young Americans of edu- 
cation, college students and naval 
college graduates none of them knew 
much about the ‘Mona Lisa,’ and most 
of them could not recall that they 
had ever heard of it. When we gota 
wireless on board ship, telling us 
that the ‘Mona Lisa’ was stolen I had 
a busy time explaining to the crowd 
what the ‘Mona Lisa’ was.” 

Detectives Miss Him. 


landed in New York he met none of 
the detectives who were supposed to 
be on the lookout for him in the hope 
that he might have some theory to 
advance on the theft of the painting. 
The fact that his book had appeared 
immediately after the theft of the 
painting was considered a remark- 
able coincidence. Schuyler, however, 
did not visit the Louvre on this trip 
abroad. He spent most of his time 
in Italy, gathering material for a 
new book on the ancient Roman em- 
pire. 

Schuyler was homeward bound aboard 
the Sant? Anna off Gibraltar when he 
heard of the theft of the picture. He 
says he had an awful time with him- 
self trying to determine just how he 
felt about it. He says he understood 
then what conflicting emotions must 
tear the breast of a poor young man 
who has just'had a rich uncle that he 
liked very much, die and leave him 
considerable gold. 

“You know,’’ said Schyler, “I loved 
that Monna Lisa more than any other 
piece of art. It grieved me to think that 
perhaps jt might be gone forever. For 
I had been so impressed with it that 
I wrote a book about it. The book was 
ready for sale and there was the op- 
portunity! How could I help feeling a 
little bit rejoiced over the opportunity? 
The plan had been not to put the book 
out until Sept. 1, but I knew my pub- 
lishers would never let that chance 


go hy. 
Sorry—But Sells Books. 
‘T talked with them on the tele- 


phone in New York, and they informed 
me the first issue had been sold while 
I was still on the ocean. If the inter- 
est in the stolen Monna Lisa continues, 
I’m liable to break into the six best 
sellers with a book that was only in- 
tended for a select circle. If I’m not 
careful it will make me rich. You don’t 
know how sorry I am that the Monna 
Lisa has been stolen—but my book is 
having a great sale, 

“I think the painting will be recover- 
ed. It is my theory that the painting 
was stolen by a rich menomaniac. The 
thief must have bribed some of the 
guards. That seems te me the only 
way in which the theft could have been 
effected. And he would have had to 
bribe a considerable number of the 
guards. 

‘“‘With the necessary number of guards 
bribed the rest would be easy. The 
painting was on a small board—I do not 
remember the measurements exactly, 
but think the panel was about 2% feet 
by 4 feet. Anybody could have put it 
under his arm and walked away with it. 

“The French detectives surely should 
get some clew from the guards as to 
the identity of the thief. I imagine he 
is &@ man with a great deal of money 
who wanted to possess that painting 
and hang it in his own little room 
-where nobody would see it but himself. 
I don’t think the thief\is a real art 
lover, but rather some person that want- 
ed to possess the painting because it 
was such a fampus one. 

Prof. Schuyler published his book 
on “Monna Lisa or the Quest for a 
Woman's Soul,” under the pen name of 
Gugllelmo Scala.
